legend of the man himself. 

That was eminently true in the 
ease of Mr. Shaw whose Literary 
output, of tremendously high cali- 
bre, was continually suffering 
from the posturing, the boasting 
and the labored cynicism of Mr. 
Shaw in the flesh. 

One would begin, for instance, 
to go into rhapsodies over the 
eraftemanship of “St. Joan” and 
then, suddenly, Mr. Shuw would 
make some smart Alec remark 
@bout, say, Russia, and one would 

so annoyed with Mr, 
Shew personally that the merit in 
his finest passages completely 
vanished. 

This business of the author in- 
truding too violently upon his 
work is not uncommon in litera- 
ture. 

The sutive of Dean Swift, for 
caunple, was wnever fully ap 


preciated until Dean Swift was 
Gezd long enough for men to 
forget that he Psi been 28 
thoroughly unpleasant person. 

The literary qualities of Oliver 
Goldsmith, too, were never ap- 
parent to those who knew him in 
the flesh because Oliver Gold- 
s! appeered to be an utter 
simpleton in conversation, 

To reverse the picture, Dr. 
Samuel Johnson was such 2 pro- 
digious conversational pundit 
that everyone believed his writ- 
ing was something special until 
Dr. Johnson died and being forced 
to be silent in his coffin, the 
spell of hic loguackty was broken 
and it became clear that Dr. John- 
son, from the purest literary 
standards, was little more than 
an imposing windbag 

Then, too, there is the tragedy 
of Oscar Wlide whose personal 
life ‘was unspeakable but whose 
production, in parts, was exquisite, 

The point I am trying to make 
is that genius in literature or art 
or anything else does not ne- 
cessarily imply omniscience, good 
manners or even decent morals. 

One of the greatest assets of 
old Homer is that nobody knows 
the first, remote fact about him. 

So far as we are concerned, 
Homer stuck to his verse and 
never gave interviews to the 
bewspapers bor pronounced sage- 


ly on world affairs nor stuck 
bis nose into any conceivable 
matier but the production of 
Géeathiess lines 


And all this was a very good 
thing for Horner,

It is much too common to see 
fellows who unéoubtedly know 
all about 14th century ceramics 
trying to enlighten the world on 
7th century sociology.

And even more 
important, considering some of the hard times racing 
came through on the prairies after he caught a place 
on Jim Speers’ team in the mid-1920’s, he was ter- 
rifically capable in his own line.

. % high tribute. Said Mr. Williams: 
“He did a wonderful lot of good for 
horse-racing. People not connected with 
the sport can’t begin to realize just how 


much,” 
¥ ba Owners, trainers, horse-players (those 


LONGDEN who knew him), touts, swipes, hangers-on 
—all had tremendous respect for Charlie Roe, even if they 
did not always agree with him or, in ‘the case of owners 
and trainers, like some of his decisions. 

* * * * 

As one hardy turf adviser (def.; tout) was reported 
to have expressed his regret at the passing of Roe: ‘Now 
ain’t that a (unprintable). He was a tough (unprintable) 
but he never done me no harm on purpose.” 

* * * * 

If it was Charlie Roe’s fate to break down sdoner than 
was anticipated (he was 58), it must be admitted that 
during his quarter-century stewardship as racing executive 
he saw the thoroughbred industry make some tremendous 
strides on the Canadian prairies. 

Just last summer upwards of 550 horses were stabled 
at the Exhibition grounds here for the August meeting. 
Many were western Canada breds. For years Jim Speers 
and his righthand man, Charlie Roe, had preached a gospel 
of breeding thoroughbreds, as well as racing them. 

And their missionary work was beginning to pay 
off as more and more western Canada breds came to 
the races at Edmonton, Winnipeg, Calgary, Regina 
and Saskatoon. 

During the Roe regime such features as the Canadian, 
Manitoba and Alberta derbies were introduced and built 
into something worthwhile for horsemen to shoot at. He 
saw to it that Futurities took their proper place in the 
racing picture, as direct encouragement to breeders. 

x * * x 

Another hallmark of the Roe regime was unceasing 
vigilance in an effort to keep racing out of the hands of 
crooks and chiselers. 

That he succeeded—inasmuch as it’s possible to steer 
the badly-named Sport of Kings along the straight and 
narrow—can best be judged from the reputation racing 
has on the Canadian prairies, of being “the cleanest on 
the continent.”’ 

Less than three months ago Charlie Roe, along 
with Judge George W. Schilling, presiding steward 
and racing secretary, smashed to smithereens a, 
‘jockey ring’ operating at the August meeting here. 
Nine of The Angels With Dirty Faces were set down 
“indefinitely’—the next thing to a life sentence.

‘Today I’m going to talk about the proper delivery of a 
curling stone and the preparations leading up to its release. |
